by 
a Direct 


Vote of the People. 


CAUCUS AND CONVENTION ARE ABOLISHED 


State Committee Made Up of County Chairmen 


State and Legislative Candidates Make Plat- 


form—Provisions of the Bill in Detail. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 29.—The La Fol- 


lette primary election .bill, which has 
been awaited since the beginning of 
the session of the legislature, came 
in last night. 
It was drawn and in- 


troduced in the lower house by Assem- 
blyman Stevens of Madison. 
Sena- 


tor Miller, also of Madison, introduc- 
ed a duplicate in the senate. 
T-he 


)bil makes ome sweeping changes in 
the methods of naming party candi- 
dates and the drafting of the party 
platforms. 
The changes made by the 


bill are as follows: 


The naming of the candidate is tak- 


en from the political conventions and 
given to the voters of the party acting 
at primary elections. 
The caucuses and conventions which 
now name the candidates and make 
the platforms are abolished and the 
•work done by the conventions is now 
divided betwee nthe voters and the 
state committees of the parties. 


The candidates nominated for the 


state and legislative offices make the 
party platforms. 


Meets La Follette's Approval. 


The -bill is known to meet the appro- 


val of Governor La Follette and will 
be supported by his friends. The 
friends of the governor say that it 
•will pass, while some of the stalwarts 
hold to the opposite opinion. 


It repeals all existing statutes re- 


gard ing caucuses and conventions, 
T)ut it is specifically provided that the 
primary election law shall not apply 
to judicial, village, township, school 
district and special elections to fill 
vacanices. 


It provides that primary elections 


shall be held for all general elections 
on the first Tuesday in September 
and for all other elections regulated 
by the act three weeks in advance 
of such elections. 


Nomination papers for candidates 


for state offices shall be signed by 
electors in at least twelve counties; 
of candidates for congress by electors 
in at least one-fifth of the precincts 
of one-half the counties of the dis- 
trict; of candidates for the senate and 
assembly, city and county officers, by 
electors in at least one-fifth of the 
election precincts of the distrct, city 
or county, and shall be signed by two 
per cent, of the voters of the party 
represented. 


AH Parties to Be Recognized, 


Provision is made for an official bal- 


lot for any party represented on the 
official ballot at the preceding gener- 
al election by individual nominations 
which cast one per cent, of the total 
vote of the state. Separate nomina- 
tion papers shall be circulated in each 
precinct where used, and an affida- 
vit attached Of an elector of personal 
acquaintance with the signers- and 
knowledge that their 
statements 


of residence and occupation are cor- 
rect. 


Each party shall have a separate 


ballot under the primary law. 
The 


Australian ballot is made applicable 
to primary elections. 
In cities the 


primary election shall be from 
six 


o'clock in the morning until 9 o'clock 
at night. 
In all other precincts the 


polls shall be opened at 8 o'clock in 
the morning and shall be closed at 
6 o'clock in the evening. 


May Register on Primary 
Day. 


The primary election day is made 


a day for registration, and any regis- 
tration after that day, except by the 
personal appearance of the voters be- 
fore the inspectors, is prohibited. 


Registration is not required in any 


election precinct where the existing 
law does not demand it. 


Eight sections relate to challanges, 


form of affidavit, the returns of inspec- 
tors of elections, and canvass of votes. 


It is provided that the chairmen of 


the county -committees of the state 
shall meet at he state capitol one 
week after each primary election and 
canvass the votes for the state offi- 
cers and congressmen. 
They also 


shall at this time, canvass the votes of 
the senate and assembly 
districts 


which cover niore than one county. 


State Central Committee. 


The chairmen of the county commit- 


tees s-hall constitute the state central 
committees of the various parties. In 
the state central committee each coun- 
ty chairman is entitled to one vote 
for each 100 votes cast by his party 
at the preceding national election and 
in city, county, and legislative com-' 


mittees each precinct chairman has 
one vote for each twenty-five votes 
cast by his party at such election. 
,>The filling of vacancies in the posi- 
tions of precinct and county chair- 
men is provided for. 
County chair- 


men at their meeting to canvass votes 
in the years of presidential elections 
are authorized and directed to choose 
by ballot the electors of their party 
for president and vice president. 


Candidates to Frame Platforms. 
Candidates for state offices and for 


the senate and asesmbly, at a time 
specified, are empowered to adopt par- 
ty platforms. 
A roll call and major- 


ity, vote are .required. 
The nominee 


I and congressional committee of each 
' district make the congressional dis- 
trict platform. 


On the first Tuesday in April, town 


meeting day of the year In which the 
president is elected, delegates at large 
to.the national convention shall 
be 


elected as state officers are nominated 
and congressional district delegates 
shall be elected as congressmen are 
nominated. 


The placing of any name on the offi- 


cial ballot at city or general elec- 
tions unless uch person has been nom- 
inated as provided is prohibited. Elec- 
tors may write in or paslje any name 
upon the ballot used. Vacancies 
oc- 


curring after a primary election shall 
be filled by party committees. 


To Stop DiBhonest Methods. 


Dishonest or corrupt practices in 


connection with the execution of the 
law are prohibited under penalty. Acts 
made offenses under the general elec- 
tion law-are made offenses with the 
same penalties under this law. 


General provisions of the ttatutes 


regulating elections are made appli- 
cable in primary elections. 
Primary 


election day is made a legal holiday. 
In every precinct there shall be a 
party chairman, and inspectors and 
clerks of election shall be appointed 
four weeks before a primary election. 
The law is made imperative on May 1 
next. 


ADAMS AND LYON 
CONFIRMED. 


Appointments of Erickson and Haugen 


Are Laid Over. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 29.—The appoint- 
ments sent to the senate last Friday 
by Governor La Follette were some- 
what unexpectedly taken up in the 
senate last night ana the re-appoint- 
ments' of Judge Lyon to the state 
board of control, and Dairy and Food 
Commissioner H. C. Adams ware con- 
firmed. 


Senator Whitehead moved early in 


the session that the vote of Friday 
whereby the appointments were all 
laid over, except that of Judge Gil- 
son, till Wednesday of this week be 
reconsidered. 
Senator 
Whitehead 


said that unless the senate a< ted to- 
night on the appointments of Judge 
Lyon and Commissioner Adams their 
offices would become vacant tomorrow. 
He said that the appointments should 
be taken up and acted upon at once 
because Judge Lyon was the presi- 
dent of the board of control, and his 
signature was necessary to the- papers 
sent-out by the board. 


The business of the dairy and food 


commission'also required the signa- 
ture of the commissioner, and unless 
those appointments were confirmed 
tonight the work of the departments 
of which the two men are the heads 
would have to stop. 
Senator White- 


head then moved the reconsideration 
of the motion by which the appoint- 
ments were laid over, and his motion 
carried. 
This brought the appoint- 


ments before the senate, and those 
of Judge Lyon and 
Commissioner 


Adams were unanimously confirmed. 


Senator Whitehead moved that the 


other appointments, those of Messrs. 
Haugen and Erickson, be laid over un- 
til Wednesday and his motion carried. 


All sorts of rumors are circulating 


regarding the possibility of a contest 
over the confirmation of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Haugen. 
His friends, 


however, assert, that eighteen sena- 
tors have expressed their intention to 
vote for the confirmation.

We'bb and Stewart, who started out 
with the Roosevelt hunting party, re- 
turned home Sunday. Dr. Webb said: 
"There is absolutely no truth or foun- 
dation in fact for the sensational sto- 
ries that have appeared in some of the 
eastern 
newspapers." 
Dr. 
Stewart 


said: "When we left the governor he 
was having a. good time. The weather 
was fine. Two days after leaving Rifle 
the thermometer fell to 16 degrees be- 
low zero, but after that it went up a 
little. There was sufficient snow for 
the dogs to trace the lions. The sto- 
ries that have been published are ex- 
aggerated. 
The hunt resulted in se- 


curing five lions and three lynx. One 
of the lions had three 
cubs, all of 


which were killed by the dogs. 
We 


saw no bears and did not expect any. 
The accounts that were published were 
false. While it is rough work, there 
was absolutely no risk. Roosevelt is 
greatly pleased, and I do not think he 
will leave until about Feb. 20."

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 29.—Mrs. Carrie 


Nation, the temperance crusader visit- 
.ed Gov. Stanley in- his office yester- 
day and pointed out what she con- 
ceived to be his duty in plain langu- 
Sage.he askeh him to take a hatchet 
age. 
She asked him to take a hatchet 


and assist her in demolishing the sa- 
loons, and when he declined, on the 
grounds that he disapproved of the 
method she said: 


"Then you are dishonest and a cow- 


ard. 
You refuse to close up the sa- 


loons by legal methods and you are 
too much o£ a coward to assist the 
women. 
You will have it said of 


you that the women of Kansas per- 
formed your duty for you because you 
were a coward." 


The governor told Mrs. Nation that 


she was forgetting that she was -a 
woman, and that he would have her 
ejected from the office unless she used 
better language. 
Mrs. Nation then 


asked the governor to change places 
with her for a week. 
She assured 


him that there would be no saloons in 
the state when he again took his of- 
fice. 
The governor declined. 
Mrs. 


Nation then said: 


"I suppose you see mis black eye. 


I told one of my friends that you gave 
me that." 


Governor Calls He.r a Liar. 


"You told a lie," shouted the gover- 


nor, flushing angrily. 
' 


• . "But you' did give it to me," persist- 
ed 'Mrs. Nation, "because if you had 
done your duty and closed the saloons 
I would not have had it. 
However, I 


forgive you, and you need not lose 
your temper because some whiskey 
seller hit me in the eye." 


When Mrs. Nation entered Governor 


Stanley's office she was followed by 
a crowd of newspaper reporters and 
others. 
By turns she administered 


to Governor Stanley a tongue lashing 
for his failure to uphold the 
laws 


against'liquor selling or begged him 
for aid to carry on her crusade. 
She 


put her questions with fierceness and 
answered them herself without giving 
the governor time to utter a complete 
sentence in his own defense. 


"Lawbreaker and Perjurer." 


Then this crusader began a philippic 


that caused Governor Stanley's anger 
to rise, and the crowd grouped about 
his desk to look on in wonder. 


"You can close every joint in Kan- 


sas if you will. Governor Stanley," she 
said with force. 
"You can do it if 


you want to but you won't. 
But you 


are a lawbreaker yourself if you don't 
You took your oath of office to keep 
the cnstitution. 
You refuse my re- 


quest, you are not only a lawbreaker 
but a perjurer." 


Her Voice Quivered. 


As Mrs. Nation preceded her voice 


quivered. 
She rose from her seat and 


looked full in the face of Governor 
Stanley, and pointing her finger at 
him called him' "Lawbreaker,, and 
"Perjurer,, without the least show of 
fear. 
She repeated these words of 


accusation again and again. 
He tried 


to make a reply tout she gave him no 
chance, the words of incentive pouring 
from her with a rush that would not 
be stemmed.- 


Finally his temper gone, Governor 


Stanley arose from his seat and shout- 
ed back. 
"You cannot come here 


and talk this way to me. 
You are a 


woman, but I won't stand it. You will 
have to leave." 


"I am a mother. I am a 
grand- 


mother and.I represent the mothers of 
the state." 


"You don't. 
You don't 
represent 


them," almost shouted the governor. 


Asks 
Stanley to Help Smash. 


The words flew back and forth with 


such fierceness that it was almost im- 
possible to distinguish them. 
The 


room was in a nuprorar. 
Then Mrs. 


Nation talked more calmly pleading 
with the governor to aid her. 


"You come with me and help smash 


saloons,"' she urged. 


"If you won't help us, if'you won't 


help me, I'll go around and I'll smash, 
smash, smash, governor. 
The devil 


seems to have a cinch on the men, but 
he hasn't on the hatchets and rocks." 


She visited the offices of the attor- 


ney general and sheriff and repeated 
her demands.

Madison, Jan. 29.—The plan for a 


state electric lighting plant to light 
the capitol, university buildings, state 
historical library and state hospital 
for the insane was pushed along in 
the assembly this morning by concur- 
rence in the senate resolution calling 
on the dean of the engineering col- 
lege for an estimate of the cost of 
such a plant. 


The most important bill introduced 


was by Lenroot. in the assembly re- 
quiring corporations to file with the 
register of deeds their corporate name 
and a list of their officers, so that 
claimants may know whom to sue. 
Another bill by Lenroot proposes to 
increase the debt limit in cities from 
five to ten per cent, of the assessed 
valuation. 
Another assembly bill in- 


creases the penalty for bank'robbing 
from five to twenty years. 
The as- 


sembly was asked to 
name 
al 


committee to confer with the Minensb- 
ta legislators on vessel taxation. 


The primary election bill introduced 


in both houses last evening was the 
main topic of discussion among the 
members today. There will be consid- 
erable opposition to it. even In the* as- 
sepbly and among members who are 
known as La Follette men. 
Report 


has it that Judge Orton will lead the 
opposition . in the assembly. 


FOUR NEW BILLS BY MR. ORTON. 


Bill Providing Changes in the State 


Sosrd of Immigration. 
' 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 29.—Four bills 


were introduced by Assemblyman Or- . 
ton last night at the request of the 
state board of control. 
One provides 


that insane persons who have been 
on a two years* parole shall be consid- 
ered sane and the decree of the courts 
on their insanity set aside. 
Another 


declares the power and authority of 
the prison officials and provides that 
in order to prevent escapes and pre- 
serve order they may shoot and kill 
if necessary. 
Another provides that 


the time in which prisoners saall un- 
lawfully absent themselves from pris- 
on shall not be computed on theii- 
term of sentence. 
The last one gives 


the state power to collect from rela- 
tives or estates for the care of the ' 
feeble-minded. 


Assemblyman Johnson introduced a 


bill that all plans for sewerage or wa- 
terworks must first be subimtted for 
approval to the state board of health 
and also for the anual appropriation 
of $4,500 for the establishment of a 
state bacteriological labratory to study 
the water and sewerage systems .tit 
the state. 
Assemblyman 
Keene's 


bill makes it possible for relatives 
to ship the bodies of persons who have 
died of contagious diseases. Under 
the present law the bodies cannot be 
handled by the railroads. 


Senator Biss'el introduced a bill 


making a sweeping change in the state 
board of immigration. 
The state 


board of agriculture is to become the 
board of immigration as well as the 
board of agriculture and the old board 
of immigration ' is abolished.' 
, Senator Mills introduced a bill abol- 
ishing all tuition at any institution re- 
ceiving money from the state. 
This 


affects the state university, normal 
schools, the common schools, the day- 
schools for the deaf and all of the 
other institutions which receive any 
state money.

IN UNITED STATES 


INTERESTING FACTS AND FIG- 


URES SHOWING PROGRESS. 


Great Strides Made in the Cultivation 


and Manufacture of the Seductive 
Weed —Columbus Given the Credit 
for Bringing the Plant Into Use in 
This Country. 


Tobacco 
culture in 
the United 


States during the nineteenth cen- 
tury is the subject of an interesting 
aritcle published in the century issue 
of the United States Tobacco Jour- 
nal. 
It gives many interesting facts 


and figures, and shows what great 
strides have been made in the cul- 
tivation of the tobacco plant. 
Dur- 


ing the first forty years of the century 
the industry made great strides in 
Virginia, Maryland, Kentucky Ten- 
nessee, 
North 
Carolina, 
Missouri, 


Ohio, and Indiana, and each of these 
states raised crops of millions 
of 


pounds in 1839. 
In 1890 the total 


crop amounted to 488,256,646 pounds, 
of which 
221.880,303 pounds 
were 


raised in Kentucky, 48,522,655 pounds 
came from Virginia, and other states 
were 
credited

es came to the rest of the world from 
America. 
In Noivember, 1492, 
a 


party sent out by Columbus, from the 
vessels of his flrst expedition ' to 
explore the island of Cuba brought 
back information that they had seen 
people "who carried a lighted fire- 
brand to kindle fire to perfume them- 
selves with certain herbs which they 
carried along with them.' " 


Thus in the earliest historical no- 


tice of tobacco we find it classed as 
a popular perfume, and although its 
many other attributes have since been 
recognized, the delightful odor of the 
Inirning Cuban leaf is still one of its 
marked peculiarities. 
In 
awarding 


the palm to Columbus for the discov- 
ery of tobacco, as well as of America, 
the picturesque story of how Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh was the first to note the 
existence of the weed must be reject- 
ed, together with the claims of oth- 
er aspirants for this honor, but sure- 
ly no one will grudge the great nav- 
igator the distinction accorded him, 
even though it is not clear that he 
carried back to Europe with him any 
of the wonderful "herbs" he found in 
Cuba.—New York Tribune.

In the case 
of 


hawks and owls, ihe- division has

and of these universally hated and 
persecuted birds, that only six of the 
seventy-three kinds

United States are injurious, and three 
of these are so rare they need hardly 
be considered, leaving only three to 
be taken into account as enemies 
of agriculture.

RUSH WORK ON GERMAN NAVY 


Washington Informed New Fleet 


Be Completed inlOOU. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29. — Word 


has been received here that rapid 
progress is "being made' in building the 
new German navy, and that all the 
ships provided for by the naval bill 
will be ready for service in 1906, in- 
stead of in 1916, as first contemplated. 
The plans now being carried out will 
add to the German fleet thirty-four 
battleships, twenty large cruisers and 
forty-eight smaller cruisers. This in- 
formation has been received by the 
navy department, and has been con- 
sidered by Admiral Dewey's policy 
board. 


The haste of Germany in completing 


its navy is of special importance to 
this country, in view of the possibility 
of trouble between it and the United 
States, to which representative Foss 
made reference when the navy bill was 
under consideration in the house and 
to which Secretary Root also called 
attention in connection with the ne- 
cessity for an increase of the army 
when he said there was "one nation" 
that the United States must not lose 
sight of. 


While it is hoped that Germany's 


laste has no reference to the United 
States, the government 
understands 


the necessity of being prepared, and 
congress will be urged to continue the 
policy of increasing the navy. With 
:wo battleships authorized in the pend- 
ing naval bill, the United States by 
1904 
-will have eighteen battleships, 


which will be less 
than 
half the 


strength of the German navy in 1908.

sition to avail themselves of its regu- 
lar sessions. 


Mr. Fethers' expects to see great 


results from this initiative; not per- 
haps for the first year or two, but in 
the course of three or four years. 


There -are in this state several hun- 


dred young men engaged in mechanic- 
al employment who feel the need and- 
will appreciate the value of the tech- 
nical instruction that will be given 
them.

The Young Senator Criticizes tho Ad-

Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—The 


penate turned from the grind of appro- 
priations to listen to a speech which 
partook of the character of an ora- 
tion from Senator 
Towne 
(Minn.). 


Since he entered the senate 
a 
few 


weeks ago on appointment 
of 
Gov. I 


Lind, the young Minnesota man has 
had little opportunity to display his; 
talents. 
As his reputation as an ora- j 


tor had preceded him there was muchj 
interest in his speech, which was in 
advocacy of his resolution for a cessa- 
tion of hotilities 
in the Philippines. 


While discussing events which led the' 
United Sta'tes forces to the Philippines, 
Mr. Towne referred with particularity 
to the charge that Aguinaldo had sold 
his country to the Spaniards 
for 
a 


tribe. He declared the accusation was 't 
"gratuitous in its calumny, when we' 
consider that the official publications j 
.of our own government contradict ana 
destroy it." The senator declared that 
"We were in alliance with the Filipi- 
nos, an alliance sought by ourselves, 
availed of by us for our own advantage 
and finally to our everlasting shame in 
the estimation of honorable men, repu- 
diated by us when we found it no 
longer necessary and when lust of em- 
pire had so blunted our moral sensi- 
bilities that we could mount from an 
act of perfidy to the grand larceny of 
a 
nation." 
Referring 
to Admiral 


Dewey's denial that he had ever treat- 
ed 
the 
insurgents as 
allies. 
Mr. 


Towne said sarcastically: 
"I fear the 


honest sailor's terminology has suf- 
fered from recent contact" with the nice 
discriminations of administration di- 
plomacy." Discusssing the acquisition 
of the Philippines Senator Towne said: 
"It is not easy to fix with accuracy the 
time when the design was formed to 
take forcible possession of the Phil- 
ippine islands, nor to ascertain 
the

gathered form and pressure. There has 
indeed been evidenced a disposition by 
its most illustrious sponsors as if their

j.ast summer the people of the town of 


Center became so Interested in this mat- 
ter that: a vote of the people was taken, 
at the General Election in November 


The plan proposed was to dissolve all 
districts within the town anil to adopt 
the township system. 
It was further pro- 
posed to luiild a Central school with room 
for all the grades, including a high school, 
and to provide for the transportation of 
children at public expense. 


The vote resulted in eighty votes for aud 


ninety-three against tile plan . 
Had seven 


of the ninety-three been converted to the 
new faith it would have carried. 
Some 


favored more reforms than others. 
Def- 
inite plans were not fully agreed upon, 
nnd ic Is not surprising that the scheme 
met defeat. 


I believe that another attempt, under 


slightly mutinied plans, wilt carry. 


Very few tax payers object to-'their mil- 


lions of dollars being put Into the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, while only one in a 
thousand 
ever attend 
it. 
Other state 


schools cost a mint of money when one 
considers the small per cent, of our popu- 
lation who get direct benefit therefrom. 
1 mid no fault with this, lint the country 
pupil has less i..an eight dollars expended 
annually for schooling. 
This covers the 


entire expense ot teachers' wages, fuel 
repairs on school property, apparatus, etc. 
We do not ask for Increased taxation, but 
for a more economical way of expending 
what money you do raise. 


Economy consists, not in hoarding, but 


In expending wisely. 
All agree that yon 
want the most for your money. 


We readily recall the time when the 


majority of fanners scoffed 
tit the idea 


of en-operative creameries. 
What farmer 
today cares to go back to the gravity proc- 
ess of raising cream from milk, and the 
wife-killing process of making nnd mar- 
keting butter amp cheeseV 
If combined 


capital brings good results to manufactur- 
ers oC other-products, why not applv It 
to the making o£ educated children? 


There shall be appointed each year by 


each 
Countv Superintendent, a committee 


of not less than three nor more than five 
who shall be known as a County Board of 
Examiners whose duty it shall be to mark 
papers submitted to them by the Countv 
Superintendent.
